JANUARY.

REMARKABLE  DAYS  IN  THE  HISTORY  OF  THE 
REFORMED  CHURCH. 


(It  is  our  intention  to  make  a  collection  of  all  the  more  re¬ 
markable  dates  and  days  in  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  Europe  and  America.  As  the  list  would  be  far  too  long  for 
one  Almanac,  we  have  concluded  to  make  a  commencement  this 
year  by  giving  those  down  to  the  death  of  Zwingli,  in  1534.  We 
hope  to  continue  the  list  in  future  Almanacs. ) 

Nov.  10,  1483.  Martin  Luther  born  in  Eisleben. 

Jan.  1,  1484.  Ulrich  Zwingli  born  inWaldhus,  Switzer¬ 
land, 

Feb.  16,  1497.  Philip  Melancthon  born  in  Brettau,  in 
the  Palatinate. 

1505.  John  Knox,  the  Reformer  of  Scotland,  born 
near  W addington. 

July  10,  1 .509.  John  Calvin  born  in  Noyou,  in  the 
Picardy. 

1512.  Publication  of  Commentaries  on  the  Pauline 
Letters,  by  Prof.  Le  Fevre,  at  Paris;  decidedly 
evangeiical.  One  of  his  scholars  was  Wm.  Farel, 
the  Reformer  in  Geneva. 

1516.  Zwingli  commences  to  preach  in  Glarus  that  the 
Bible  stands  higher  than  all  human  authority  in 
matters  of  faith,  and  must  be  obeyed. 

1517.  Zwingli  openly  preaches  the  gospel  and  de¬ 
nounces  the  corruptions  of  Rome. 

Oct.  31,  1517.  Luther  nails  his  ninety-five  theses  to 
the  door  of  the  church  in  Wittenberg. 

Oct.  1518.  Zwingli  is  called  to  Zurich  and  inaugurates 
the  Reformation  there. 

1518.  The  Reformation  commenced  in  Hungary;  the 
first  edict  of  persecution  issued  in  1523:  the  second 
inp25. 

1518.  Zwingli  receives  the  first  information  concerning 
Luther  through  a  friend  in  Belgium. 

March,  1519.  Zwingli  receives  the  first  of  Luther’s 
writings. 

1520.  The  Council  of  Zurich  gives  permission  to  all 
ministers  in  cities  and  the  country  to  preach  the 
gospel  according  to  the  Word  of  God, 

June  8, 1520.  Oecolampadius  and  Haller  hold  a  public 
disputation  with  the  Papists  in  Baden. 

1520.  The  Reformed  doctrine  preached  in  Basle  by 
Capito  and  Hedio. 

1522.  The  Knight  Steinach  is  the  first  one  who  ven¬ 
tures  to  introduce  the  gospel  into  the  Palatinate.  * 

1522.  Oecolampadius  becomes  professor  of  theology 
in  Basle,  and  on  the  thirtieth  of  August,  1522,  has 
a  disputation  with  the  Papists. 

1522.  Bremen  won  for  the  Reformation  by  Henry  of 
Sutphen. 

1522.  The  gospel  preached  in  Schaffhausen  by  Hof- 
meister;  in  St.  Gallen  by  Vadianus,  Bungaver  and 
Kessler. 

1522.  A  chief  inquisotor  appointed  by  Charles  V.  for 
the  Netherlands;  heavy  persecutions  commenced, 


in  consequence  of  which  more  than  30,000  faithf 
members  of  the  Reformed  Church  died  as  martyi 
and  thousands  of  the  best  citizens  fled  the  Ian 
abiding,  for  the  time  being,  on  German  soil,  on  t] 
Lower  Rhine. 

1522. ^  The  Bohemian  brethren  enter  into  communic 
tion  with  Luther,  and  later  with  Zwingli. 

Jan.  23, 1523.  Zwingli  receives  a  letter  from  the  Po; 
(Hadrian  IV.),  full  of  praise,  designed  toTure  hi 
back  into  the  Romish  Church. 

1523.  The  Reformation  introduced  into  Poland,  ar 
openly  preached  in  Thorn,  from  the  year  1530  o: 

Jan.  29,  1523.  ’fhe  first  disputation  at  Ztirich  betwec 
Zwingli  and  the  Papists,  in  which  he  defends  sixtj 
seven  theses  in  presence  of  a  vast  audience,  resu^ 
ing  in  the  formal  introduction  of  the  evangelicf 
doctrine  into  the  Canton. 

1523.  The  first  child  baptized  according  to  the  Germa 
baptismal  formulary  of  Zwingli. 

July  1,  1523.  Three  martyrs  of  the  Reformed  Churc 
in  Holland  burned  at  the  stake  by  the  Papists 
namely:  Henry  Voes,  John  Esch  and  Lamner 
Thorn. 

1523.  Introduction  of  the  gospel  into  Berne,  throue 
Haller  and  Meyer. 

1523.  Introduction  of  the  Reformed  dbctrine  into  Biel 

1523.  The  gospel  preached  and  received  in  Granbuen 
den  through  Comander. 

1523.  Muehihausen,  in  Alsace,  won  for  the  Reforma 
tion  through  Ulrich  von  Huetten. 

Aug.  1523.  Zwingli  isswes  his  work,  DeCanone  Missal 

Oct.  26-28,  1523.  The  second  disputation  by  Zwingl 
at  Zurich,  at  which  three  hundred  and  fifty  minis¬ 
ters  are  present,  in  which  he  attacked  the  mass  am 
the  pictures  in  the  churches. 

Nov.  1523.  Zwingli  publishes  his  work,  “  Brief  Chris 
tian  Introduction,”  on  the  subject  of  the  mass  am 
pictures. 

Jan.  25,  1524.  The  third  public  discussion  held  in  Zu¬ 
rich  in  regard  to  the  abrogation  of  the  mass. 

Feb.  15,  1524.  William  Farel  has  a  second  disputatioi 
in  Basle. 

1524.  Reformation  of  the  Canton  Appenzell  througl 
Walter  Klarer. 

1524.  The  Reformation  introduced  into  Zweibrueckec 
(Palatinate)  by  Palsgrave,  Louis  II. 

June,  1524.  ^  Members  of  the  Council  and  ministerj 
were  directed  to  proceed  to  the  churches  in  the 
cities  and  country  and  to  remove  the  pictures. 
These  were  in  part  burnt  (the  superstitious  ones), 
partly  preserved  in  other  localities,  and  the  valua* 
ble  ones  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 

Easter,  1525.  The  first  celebration  of  the  Lord’s  Sup¬ 
per  in  the  cathedral  at  Zurich. 

Aug.  13,  1525.  The  Council  of  Zurich  abolishes  the 
mass  and  removes  the  pictures  from  the  churches.

Be  patient  therefore,  brethren,  unto  the  com¬ 
ing  of  the  Lord.  Behold,  the  husbandman 
waiteth  for  the  precious  fruit  of  the  earth,  and 
hath  long  patience  for  it,  until  he  receive  the 
early  and  latter  rain.  James  v.  7. 

6, 1525.  Zwingli  has  a  public  disputation  at  Zu¬ 
rich  with  the  Anabaptists. 

1525.  Luther^s  German  Bible  translated  into  Dutch 
by  Liesreld. 

1525.  Zwingli  publishes  his  great  work  on  theology, 
“  Commentaries  on  the  True  and  False  Religion.^' 

1526.  The  Reformation  carried  through  in  East  Fries¬ 
land  by  Aportanus,  a  scholar  of  Zwingli. 

1526.  Tyndall  and  Fryth  banished  from  England  by 
Henry  VIII.  to  Holland,  where  they  translated 
the  Bible  into  English^^and  circulated  it  in  England 
through  merchants. 

1527,  Patrick  Hamilton  preaches  the  gospel  in  Scot¬ 
land,  and  is  burnt  at  the  stake  by  the  Papists, 
through  the  influence  of  Archbishop  Beaton. 

Jan.  6, 1528.  Zwingli  holds  a  public  disputation  with 
the  Papists  in  Berne. 

1529.  Farel  preaches  the  gospel  in  Berne,  Murten, 
Heuenberg  and  Lausanne, 

Oct.  2, 1529.  Disputation  on  the  Lord’s  Supper  at  Mar¬ 
burg  between  Zwingli  and  Oecolampadius  on  the 
Reformed  side  and  Luther  and  Melancthon  on  the 
Lutheran  side. 

1530.  Herman,  Bishop  of  Cologne,  makes  an  effort  to 
introduce  the  Reformation  into  his  diocese,  but 
fails.i 

1531.  Translation  of  the  whole  Bible  into  Swiss  Ger¬ 
man,  three  years  before  the  translation  of  Luther. 

1531.  Farel  arrives  in  Geneva  and  carries  through  the 
Reformation.  The  mass  was  abolished  twenty-sixth 
of  August,  1535. 

June,  1531.  Zwingli  publishes  his  “  Brief  Explanation 
of  the  Christian  Faith.”  He  also  publishes  com¬ 
mentaries  on  Isaiah  and  Jeremiah. 

Oct.  11,  1531.  Battle  at  Cappel  and  death  of  Zwingli 
as  chaplain  in  the  army. 

Dec.  9, 1531.  Election  of  Henry  Ballinger  to  be  the 
successor  of  Zwingli  in  Zurich,  and  Antistes  of  the 
Zurich  ministers. 

Sept.  12,  1532.  A  General  Synod  of  the  Waldenses 
in  Chanforans,  in  which  they  greeted  the  Reforma¬ 
tion  with  joy,  and  at  which  a  number  of  Reformed 
divines  were  present. 

1532.  Calvin  converted  to  the  gospel  through  study, 
inner  conflicts  and  Etienne  de  la  Forge,  who  soon 
afterward  died  a  martyr’s  death.  • 

July  9,  1534.  Henry  VIII.  of  England  cuts  himself 
loose  from  the  Pope,  and  the  Parliament  declares 
him  the  supreme  head  of  the  Church  of  England. 
July  18,1534.  Zacharias  IJrsinus,  one  of  the  authors 
of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  born  in  Breslau, 

Aug,  1, 1535.  Calvin  at  Basle  publishes  his  great  and 
immensely  influential  work,  “The  Institutes  of  the 
Christian  Religion,”  dedicated  to  the  king  of  France. 
Aug.  10, 1536.  Casper  Olevianus,  one  of  the  authors 
of  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  born  in  Treves.

THE  REFORMED  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNITED 
STATES. 

ITS  HISTORY. 

The  Reformed  Church  is  the  eldest  child  of  the 
Great  Reformation  of  the  Sixteenth  Century.  Entirely 
independent  of  L/uther,  and  without  any  knowledge  of 
his  first  efforts,  Tllrich  Zwingli  commenced  his  labors, 
in  1516,  in  Switzerland,  exposing  the  corruption  of  the 
Papal  Church,  and  bringing  men  back  to  a  knowledge  of 
the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  A  year  later  Martin  Luther 
commenced  a  similar  work  in  Germany.  In  the  prog¬ 
ress  of  events  the  larger  portion  of  Germany  became 
Lutheran  ;  but  outside  of  Germany,  and  partly  in 
Germany,  the  Protestants  became  known  as  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church  ;  and  in  all  the  different  lands  of  Europe 
were  substantially  agreed  as  to  doctrine,  government, 
worship  and  discipline.  In  this  way  arose  the  “  Re¬ 
formed  Church  of  Germany,’"  the  “Reformed  Church 
of  Switzerland,”  the  “Reformed  Church  of  France,” 
the  “Reformed  Church  of  Holland,”  the  “Reformed 
Church  of  Scotland”  (now  called  Presbyterian),  the 
“Reformed  Church  of  England  and  Ireland”  (now 
called  the  Episcopal  Church). 

ITS  NAME. 

No  church  ought  to  bear  the  name  of  a  man.  The 
Reformed  Church  has  not  derived  its  name  from  any 
man  (as  is  the  case  with  the  Lutheran)  ;  nor  from  any 
special  mode  of  church  organization  (as  is  the  case 
with  the  Presbyterian,  the  Episcopal,  the  Congrega¬ 
tional)  ;  nor  from  any  peculiarity  in  rites,  ceremonies 
and  measures  (as  is  the  case  with  Baptists  and  Method¬ 
ists)  ;  nor  from  any  one  doctrine  (as  is  the  case  with 
the  IJnitarians).  It  holds  that  Christ  has  found  but 
one  church  ,*  but  that  in  the  course  of  time,  specially 
through  the  selfishness  and  ambition  of  men  and  the 
wiles  of  the  devil,  a  large  portion  of  this  church  became 
very  corrupt,  so  that  a  reformation  became  necessary, 
and  was  mercifully  introduced  under  the  guidance  of 
Divine  Providence.  Therefore  it  prefers  the  name  of 
the  Reformed  Church. 

ITS  HISTORY  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

The  territory  of  Pennsylvania  was  granted  to  William 
Penn  by  the  IGng  of  England  on  the  4th  of  March, 
1681.  Soon  after  some  members  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church,  from  the  Palatinate  and  Switzer¬ 
land,  commenced  to  settle  in  the  new  colony.  As 
early  as  1684  there  was  formed  an  association  of  ten 
prominent  men  in  Frankfort,  called  the  “Frankfort 
Land  Company,”  whose  object  was  to  send  forth  colo¬ 
nists.  This  they  found  easy  to  do,  in  consequence  of 
the  oppressed  state  of  the  people  in  religious  matters. 
They  purchased  extensive  tracts  of  land,  namely  :  5,350 
acres  in  one  township,  and  22,377  acres  in  another 
township  of  Berks  County.  The  Synod  of  South  Hol¬ 
land  reported,  in  1730  :  “Not  long  after  the  first  settle¬ 


ment  many  of  the  oppressed  inhabitants  of  Germany^ 
with  their  wives,  children  and  property,  emigrated  to 
Pennsylvania,  especially  from  the  Palatinate,  and  some 
districts  of  Nassau,  Waldeck,  Witgenatein  and  Wet- 
teran.  Among  them  are  Mennonites,  Lutherans  and 
Reformed  ;  but  at  this  time  (1736)  the  Reformed  form 
more  than  the  half  of  the  whole  number,  which  ie 
about  15,000.” 

The  little  vine  planted  by  the  fathers  has  grown  and 
prospered  until  it  is  now  a  powerful  organization,  with 
colleges,  seminaries,  schools,  benevolent  societies,  num¬ 
bering  nearly  600  ministers  and  about  130,000  communi¬ 
cant  members. 

ITS  GROWTH. 

Its  growth  for  the  last  twenty  3^ears  has  been  greater 
than  that  of  any  of  the  leading  denominations.  This 
can  be  proven  very  satisfactorily  by  an  appeal  to  the 
United  States  Census  Reports.  From  this  source  we 
have  compiled  the  following  tables.  The  Reformed 
Church  has,  in  the  years  stated,  the  following  :

Hence,  in  twenty  years  the  edifices  have  increased 
840,  or  235  per  cent. ;  the  sittings  have  increased  270,- 
786,  or  168  per  cent.;  and  their  value  has  increased 
$4,781,435,  or  481  per  cent. 

Comparing  the  Reformed  Church  now  with  the  lead¬ 
ing  denominations,  in  this  respect,  we  have  -the  follow¬ 
ing  remarkable  result :

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  the  edifices  the  Reformed 
Church  has  increased  most  rapidly  of  all  ;  in  increase 
of  sittings  and  value  the  Reformed  Church  has  been 
surpassed  by  the  Roman  Catholic  alone. 

ITS  ORGANIZATION. 

There  is  one  General  Synod,  embracing  the  whole 
body,  meeting  triennially,  the  members  of  which  are 
elected  (an  equal  number  of  ministers  and  elders)  by 
the  Classesfm  the  ratio  of  two  delegates  for  every  ten 
ministers  in  the  Classes. 

There  are  five  District  Synods,  elected  in  the  same 
manner.  The  Eastern  Synod  embraces  Eastern  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  adjacent  States;  the  Ohio  Synod  includes

There  are  twenty-six  Glasses  in  these  Synods,  meet¬ 
ing  annually,  and  composed  of  all  the  ministers  within 
a  certain  district,  and  an  equal  number  of  elders. 


THE  WESTERN  SYNODS. 


In  our  Almanac  for  1873  we  give  a  full  and  carefully 
prepared  accoinit  of  the  various  institutions  of  the 
Western  Synods,  and  for  full  information  we  must  re¬ 
fer  our  readers  to  the  same.  We  will  here  give  only  a 
very  condensed  account  of  the  same  : 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY  AT  TIFFIN.

dents  ;  has  made  great  progress  of  late  years  in  build¬ 
ings,  endowments,  instruments  and  in  students.  It  has 
a  Faculty  of  six  professors.

the  SEMI-CENTENNIAL  OF  THE  OHIO  SYNOD. 

What  does  this  semi-centennial  mean  ?  It  means 
that  it  is  just  fifty  years  since  the  Ohio  Synod  was  first 
organized,  and  that  the  Reformed  Church  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Ohio  Synod  has  grown  so  rapidly  in  this 
half  century  that  the  Synod  is  of  opinion  the  event 
should  be  thankfully  remembered  and  commemorated 


in  all  our  congregations.  In  all  ages  of  the  world 
pious  and  godly  men  have  thankfully  remembered  the 
past  mercies  of  the  Lord.  Truly,  the  Lord  of  hosts 
has  been  with  us.  Let  us  look  back  a  moment  at  the 
progress  we  have  made  in  this  time.  The  Ohio  Synod 
was  organized  on  the  14th  of  June,  1824,  at  New  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Ohio,  and  then  embraced  all  of  the  IXnite-tl 
States  west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains.  This  district 
now  embraces  three  of  the  five  Synods.  The  follow-^ 
ing  tables  will  show  the  wonderful  increase  in  that 
time  :

All  of  the  eleven  ministers  that  then  formed  the  Ohio 
Synod  have  gone  to  their  heavenly  reward.  It  is,  how¬ 
ever,  a  remarkable  fact  that  of  the  three  candidates 
ordained  at  that  meeting,  two  are  still  among  us, 
namely,  Eev.  D.  Winters^  D.D.^  and  Eev.  John  Pence, 
Rev.  Jacob  Descombes  has  deceased. 

Besides  the  increase  in  ministers  and  members  abovo 
noted,  another  fact  must  be  borne  in  mind,  namely,  the 
good  list  of  theological  and  classical  schools  and  other 
institutions  established  in  the  West,  of  which  a  brief 
account  will  be  found  in  this  Almanac.  Soli  Deo  gloria, 
the  reformed  faaiily. 

The  Protestant  Churches,  as  a  whole,  form  two 
groups  of  families  of  Churches,  namely,  the  Lutheran- 
Fa^nily  and  the  Reformed  Family. 

The  Reformed  Family  embraces  a  large  number  of 
leading  denominations.  Originally,  the  following  were 
the  different  branches  of  this  great  family,  but  in  the 
progress  of  time  their  number  has  greatly  increased  : 

1.  The  German  Reformed  Church  of  Switzerland 
and  Germany. 

2.  The  Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  Holland  and  the 
Netherlands. 

3.  The  French  Reformed  Church  of  France  and 
French  Switzerland. 

4.  The  Reformed  Church  of  England  (Episcopal). 

5.  The  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scotland,  Ireland  and 
England. 

Of  these  the  German  and  French  were  the  oldest. 
All  the  PresDyterian  Churches  of  Europe  and  America 
are  only  branches  of  the  Reformed  tree,  starting  later 
than  the  others  in  point  of  time,  and  owing  their  formi 
of  doctrine,  government  and  ritual  mainly  to  the 
influence  of  the  Swiss  Reformed  Church  and  John 
Calvin,  its  great  leader  and  theologian.  It  is  a  mis^-

noiner,  therefore,  to  designate  the  Reformed,  as 
is  sometimes  unthinkingly  done,'  as  German  Pres¬ 
byterians.  True,  our  form  of  church  government 
is  presbyterial,  and  we  are  by  descent  German ; 
but  our  presbyterial  polity  was  not  derived  from  the 
Presbyterians.  The  presbyterial  polity  is  older  than 
the  Presbyterian  Church. 

FREDERICK  III.  THE  PIOUS. 

In  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church  Frederick  III. 
of  the  Palatinate,  surnamed  in  history  the  Pious^  has  a 
most  honorable  position  as  the  Father  of  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism.  He  was  the  son  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
Palsgrave  John  II.,  early  converted  to  the  Protestant 
faith;  and  on  the  death  of  his  relative,  Otto  Henry,  he 
became  Elector  of  the  Palatinate,  and  carried  through 
the  Reformation  in  that  beautiful  land.  He  was  most 
decidedly  opposed  to  the  corruptions  of  the  Papal 
Church,  as  well  as  to  High-Church  Lutheranism,  as  is 
plain  from  his  Catechism,  and  he  was  sharply  attacked 
by  both,  not  only  in  numerous  writings  which  were  re¬ 
plied  to  by  IJrsinus,  Calvin  and  others,  but  the  leading 
princes  of  the  German  Empire  used  their  political  in¬ 
fluence  with  the  Emperor  to  crush  him  and  his  Reformed 
Church.  Matters  looked  so  gloomy  that  all  his  friends 
dissuaded  him  from  attending  the  approaching  Diet  at 
Augsburg  in  1560-  Rut  he  resolved  to  go,  and  God 
was  with  him.  On  the  day  when  the  matter  was  to  be 
decided  in  the  Diet,  he  entered,  followed  by  his  son 
John  Casimir,  carrying  the  Holy  Bible,  not  a  very  coin- 
inon  book  in  those  days.  He  first  defended  him?elf  in 
a  political  respect,  and  then,  in  regawl  to  the  religious 
questions,  he  said,  modestly  but  firmly  :  “  That  in  mat¬ 
ters  of  faith  and  conscience  he  could  recognize  only  one 
Master,  Lord  of  lords  and  King  of  kings.  Here  it 
concerned  the  matter  of  the  Lord’s  salvation,  and  here 
it  was  God  only  and  not  the  Emperor  who  could  prop¬ 
erly  command  or  be  obeyed.  With  the  Augsburg  Con¬ 
fession  he  agreed  in  good  faith,  and  his  Catechism  was 
so  well  fortified  with  proofs  from  the  Holy  bcriptures 
that  it  could  not  be  overthrown.  But  if  any  one,  old 
or  young,  learned  or  unlearned,  friend  or  enemy,  yea, 
even  the  most  humble  kitchen  or  stable  boy,  could 
show  him  anything  better  from  God’s  saving  word,  he 
would  be  thankful  for  the  same,  and  the  Bible  was  near 
at  hand  for  that  purpose.  As  for  the  rest  he  trusted  to 
the  justice  of  the  Emperor.  But  should  this  expecta¬ 
tion  be  disappointed  he  would  still  comfort  himself 
with  what  his  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ  promised 
to  him  and  all  believers,  that  what  he  might  lose  for 
his  name  in  this  life  should  be  restored  to  him  a  hun¬ 
dred-fold  in  the  life  to  come.” 

This  address  made  a  powerful  impression.  The 
Margrave  of  Baden  said  to  the  other  princes,  “Why 
do  you  trouble  this  man  ?  He  has  more  piety  than  the 

'Whole  of  us.”  TT  j 

From  this  >time  forth  Frederick  had  peace.  He  died 


October  28, 1578  On  his  tombstone  they  engraved  hift 
favorite  motto  :  “  Lord,  be  it  according  to  thy  will.”  ^ 

The  following  beautiful  tribute  of  praise  to  his 
.  memory  is  by  Van  Alpen,  the  historian  of  the  Heidel-’ 

;  berg  Catechism : 

'  “  With  right  is  his  name  for  us  of  undying  memory^ 

with  right  he  shines  in  the  temple  of  immortality,  with 
right  the  most  distant  posterity  weaves  a  garland  round 
his  urn,  and  when  this  also  may  wither,  still  shall  not 
his  merits  fade.  Even  when  we  think  away  the  prince, 
away  all  dignities  and  titles  of  honor,  away  purple,  scepter 
and  kingdom,  he  stands  before  us  still  incomparably 
great.  For  educational  and  charitable  foundations  he  did 
more  than  all  his  predecessors.  He  devoted  to  them  the 
entire  proceeds  of  all  the  suppressed  convents.  He 
renounced  the  customary  pomp  of  courts,  loved  sim¬ 
plicity  of  manners  in  order  that  he  might  spend  from 
his  own  proper  revenue,  in  the  service  of  learning  and 
piety,  $20,000  a  year.”

LONGEVITY  OF  MINISTERS  OF  THE  GOSPEL. 

Facts  seem  to  bear  out  the  proposition  that,  as  a  class, 
ministers  of  the  gospel  are  longer  lived  than  any  other 


class  of  men  except  farmers.  The  reason  probably 
lies  in  this,  that,  as  a  class,  they  live  more  moral  liveSy, 
conform  more  nearly  to  the  laws  of  health,  and  have 
more  varied  exercise,  especially  of  the  lungs  and  vocal 
organs. 

The  fact  itself  has  been  established  by'  an  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  record  of  the  ages  of  many  thousands  of 
ministers. 

We  have  found  that  an  examination  of  the  United 
States  Census  confirms  the  fact.  This  census  enumerates- 
the  different  classes  of  the  community,  and  embraces, 
not  merely  one,  but  ail  the  denominations. 

From  the  Compendium  for  1870  we  learn  that  the 
leading  professions  and  employments  embraced  at  that 
date  the  following  number  of  persons.  From  the  cen¬ 
sus  we  also  ascertain  the  number  of  these  who  were' 
sixty  years  of  age  and  upward.  We  have  calculated, 
from  the  data  there  given,  the  percent,  which  the  latter 
bear  to  the  former.  It  is  plain  that  that  profession 
which  has  the  largest  per  cent,  of  persons  over  sixty 
years  of  age  must  stand  highest  in  the  matter  of  long¬ 
evity.  In  this  way  we  have  constructed  the  following 
table,  which  illustrates  this  truth,  and  will  be  found 
very  interesting  in  other  respects  also.
